SUiOIARY OF DISCUSSION WltB 1». MASUIND 


Dr. l&sXand stated that he had attended the XIII Congress 
of the International Association of Logopedics and Hionlatrlcs 
in Vienna, 28-30 August 1965* He was not present for a number 
of the sessions due to interruptions for associated business 
and conferences* 

Dr, Nasland was generally knowledgeable in the area of 
linguistics, speech behavior, neurological disturbance and 
speech defects, and myography as applied to speech technology. 
Nothing bearing upon the subject of our interest was noted by 
Dr. Nasland* 

He volunteered that Mrs* Nasland, who has an extensive 
working knowledge of speech research and technology, would be 
questioned since she attended most of the Congress sessions. 

Dr. Itesland will attend the meeting of the Samuel T. Orton 
Society in New York on 28 and 29 October 1965 which will cover 
numerous aspects of human communication. He was given several 
oral requirements which he agreed to accept and to relay his 
impressions to us.
